In spile of hisoc 
casioiial g< od iuipulaes aud affection fur his own ( a tiger has this) it 
is dsngerous for him to lie at large. He abould be kept in couhne 
meul like a dangerous beast 

In the secoud place, tbe community concerned must recognize 
the grest grsvity sud need of tbe moment, and cease to feed a morbid 
impulse that speedily may become daugeroua by protracted discussion 
of aud brooding over wrong. A bealliiier tone must be iufuatd into 
the family conversation, into Ibe fsmily life. We must learn to leave 
Ibesveugiugof our wrongs with our Uod sud with the commouwealtb. 
"Vengeance is niiue. I will repay .aaith the Lord " Tbe great remedy, 
tbe uu rail ing remedy, tbe one aure prevention is tbe spirit of Christ 
in the hesrt. 

The teachers can help to create anew aeutiment. They can 
teach the gieatness of forgiveness snd the horror of murder, and the 
goodness of neighborly love.

The mummy known a* Ha Nefer. 
which 1* In the museum of the Koyal 
college of surgeona, Loudon, Kngland, 
has been described as tbe oldest mum- 
my known The date assigned to it 
by Hrof. EU!ot Smith was the age of 
Senefru, tbe beginning of Egypt's 
fourth dynasty, about 37(10 years U C 

Some human remain*, however, 
have now been dlacovered at Sakkara. 
about 16 miles from Cairo, belonging 
to tbe period of tbe end of the sec- 
ond and the beginning of tbe third 
dynasties, about 4.000 years B. C. 

Among tbem 1* the ekeleton of a 
woman about 35 year* of age. which 
waa found completely Invested In a 
large series of bandages, and next to 
the body was a corroded woven cloth. 

The corrosion, says I'rof Smith, 
was presumptive evt ence that aome 
material, probably crude natron, wa* 
applied to the aurface of the body, 
with a view to Its preservation, and 
he haa thus been able to trace to a 
higher antiquity than had previously 
been done, the use of this method for 
preserving the body of the
